ft spread rapidly and as the beach 13 
without fire protection, the house was 
soon in ashes and the flames had spread 
to nearby cottages and stores. Aid was 
.summoned from Amesbury and ICewbury- 
port and upon the arrival of the appar- 
tus. manned by experienced firemen, the 
llames were gotten under control by nine 
o'clock. While the financial loss is fully 
covered by insurance, the fire, coming 
at the begrining of the season, is a severe 
blow to the resort. Tho pi'incipal lowers 
are Charles Barney of Haverhill, owner 
of the Quincy house; John Wallace of 
Xfwburyport. owner of the Brunswick. 
and S. W. Libbey of Amesbury and Hun.

His Troubles. 


PUTTING IT PAT. 


Some Seasonable Comments 
Upon the 


Newspaper Profession. 


"Wii-ii tiif-y put on the open cars I al- 


wa\s know that the busiest work of tin- 
yi-ar is about to begin," said a street eai 
conductor the 
ntlu-r 
afternoon 
as he 


chmbed up on the rear platform. af»r 
Slaving taken the last fare, and settled 
himself conifortab.y against the rail. 


"Srtangc as it may seem 
the 
local j 


street cars are Seldom crowded in the 
winter and the cry of 'Come, step quickly 
there" which is so familiar in street care 
in other cities is almost unheard of here. 
You sc-e there is generally plenty of time 
and. 
nearly always plenty of room. Once 


in a while we will have big crowds 
to 


handle, after the theatre or at 
somo 


similiar occasion. As a rule, however, 
crowded street cars in the winter time 
are conspicuous by their absence. 


"As soon as summer arrives and the 


open cars are put on the route, every- 
thing is changed. 
It seems as if the 


whole town and about half of the people 
all wanted to crowd onto one car at once. 
Then is the time that us conductors have 
to work. 


"We have to begin to collect fares soon 


after we start if we wish to take them 
all up before the. passengei-s reach tho 
end of their journey. It may sound easy 
to collect five cents from 100 or so people, 
who are crowded onto a car meant to ac- 
commodate 00 but if one starts in to tr.v 
the experiment 
under that impression 


he soon finds out that he lias been very 
much mistaken. 


"In the first place tho passengers are 


hanging onto the foot rail like so many 
fii<>s" around a sugar bowl and the con- 
ductor has to pick his way through them, 
collecting fare as he goes. To the inex- 
perienced man the trip is full of danger 
and I was nearly hit by a car coming 
from the opposite direction a dozen times 
before" I finally became an expert. 
__^Xot_jQB(y.^.,n\ast you SQUQeEP yourself 
through place§"wliere the average person 
would deem it impossible to go. but you 
m,ust collect fares and make change as 
well. It would be a comparatively simple 
matter to collect fares and ring them up 
if everyone would pass you 
the right 


change. 
But they don't. 
Perhaps ono 


pers'bn in live gives you a nickel. The 
rest hand out anything from a ten cent 
piece to a $10 bill. When you are short of 
change you can refuse to take anything 
over a $2 bill for the law places that a.s 
the limit which may be offered to a street 
car conductor for car fare. 


"How do I know when passengers h:tvo 


not paid their fares?" said the street car 
conductor. "To tell the truth. 
I don't 


know; but conductors are onto a few lit- 
tle tricks. 


"While we glance at the passengers a.s 


they get on, it is not true that we depend 
on our memory for faces to pick out thn 
right ones. 
Conductors are just 
like 


other persons, and have no better mem- 
ories for faces. Still, we are able to tell 
pretty nearly who hasn't paid his fare. 
I don't know whether I am giving away 
a trade secret, but this is how we man- 
age to get all the fares coming to us."

Cer- 
tain avenues In Tokyo are called Fuji- 
mi, or Fuji viewing streets, aud from 
all of them the famous peak is a glori- 
ous spectacle. All winter long the sum- 
mit of F»fli-san is unapproachable, and 
from November to July snows reign 
supreme. 
In the latter month, how- 


ever, when the trails up the mountain 
slopes are laid bare, the ascent be- 
comes feasible and remains so through- 
out the summer and early autumn. 


There la Xo Mikado. 


Mr. \V. S. Gilbert was no doubt pri- 


marily responsible for the belief which 
is everywhere prevalent that the em- 
peror of Japan is always called the 
mikado by his people- Ask nine men 
out of ten what is the official title of 
the ruler of the Islands of the chrysan- 
themum and they will probably think 
they are being made fun of. 
Assure 


them that the question is asked In all 
sober seriousness and they will give 
that of the title of Mr. Gilbert's Im- 
perial opera. For all this, the nine 
men out of ten would be wrong. His 
majesty Is known as "tenno bei-ka," 


j which means "his imperial majesty." 
Thus the people of Japan address their 
sovereign exactly as do the subjects 
of the imperious kaiser. Mikado used 
at one time to be the title, for it is the 
oldest form of address in use. It has, 
however, fallen into abeyance for sev- 
eral generations.

"Window glass factories are divided 


j into two departmeuis, a tauthouse and 
a pothouse. The. process of glus^mak- 
ing in one of these departments is prac- 
tically the same as In the other. In the 
tiuikhouse the glass is all melted in im- 
mense tanks which will hold tbou- 
. sands of tons. In the pothouse the 
! glass is made in pots. 
! After the fires are lighted and a tank 
I is heated the glass mixture is shoveled 


in. It Includes glass left over from the 
former season, glass refuse, sand and 
salt cake. Arsenic is r.ot used in the 
tankhouse for the reason that the heat 
is so intense that the. diug Is volatilized 
and escapes into the a!r without enter- 
ing the mixture. As one mixture melts 
and flows to one end of a tank fresh 
supplies are shoveled in at the other 
end.

"works" in a manner similar to that of 
a mash in a distillery. From the salt 
cake comes a salt water that has to be 
separated from the mass, and the easi- 
est way to remove it Is to burn it out. 
This is done by throwing stove wood 
into the tank on top of the molten 
glass.

A gatherer thrusts a long steel blow- 


pipe into one of the rings at the lower 
end of the tank. He twists and turns 
it until a small ball of glass gathers on 
the end. This ball is partially cooled, 
polished by being turned in a box of 
sawdust and then patsed on to the 
blower(/who heats it again until it be- 
comes like taffy. 
The blower swings 


the ball over a pit that is twelve feet 
deep and rapidly blows it Into an elon- 
gated pear shape. When a blovior is 
through, the melted glass becomes a 
perfect cylinder about 5 feet long and 
2 feet-across. It then passes to a "snap- 
per,"'who takes it to a rack and breaks 
the roller loose from the blowpipe. 


The snapper gathers a small lump 


of melted glass on the end of a rod 
and dexterously runs a narrow ribbon 
of the stuff around the ends of the 
roller, both at the blowpipe end and 
the closed end. The little ribbons of 
melted glass cool in a few seconds, 
when they are removed, leaving a nar- 
row zone of almost redliot glass 
around the rollers at each end. Thens 
taking a tool that resembles a soldering 
iron, the snapper rubs it for n, moment 
on his forehead, and when the point of 
it is moistened with perspiration he 
runs the iron around the rollers at the 
heated spot. 
Tho glass cracks.'and 


separates as cleanly ns if cut with a 
diamond, the blowpipe is removed, and 
the closed cylinder has become a roller 
and is then ready to go to the flat- 
tener. 


The flattener works in another part 


of the building, where are located the 
flattening owns. These ovens are heat- 
ed to a temperature sufficient to soften 
the glass so that it may be rolled out 
into sheets. A series of fireclay tables 
placed in a circle like thu spokes of a 
wheel revolve in the ovens, and ou 
these tables the rollers are flattened. 
They nre placed iuside, allowed to be- 
come hot, and then a cold iron is run 
along the inside from end to end. The 
cqntact of the iron cuts the glass, 
which is theu straightened out upon 
the table. 


The flattener has a number of billets 


of green wood attached to long iron 
handles, and with these billets, which 
are shaped in such a manner as to do 
the work expected of them, ho "irons" 
the softened sheet of glass until it is 
perfectly flat and smooth. The tables 
inside the oven revolve, the flattened 
sheet is carried away, and another roll- 
er is brought into position before the 
flftttener. As the flattened sheets cool 
they nre lifted to a place on a long 
traveling rack, on which they are by 
stages removed from the ovens, being 
allowed to cool as they go. This Is done 
in order that the glass may not be 
shattered by too quick an exposure to 
the air. 


When the sheets are taken from the 


flattening ovens, they are covered with 
a greasy, dirty looking coat of chcm- 
icals-sodn, potash, silicates of the dif- 
ferent salts., etc.—which must be re- 
moved, and for this purpose the rough 
sheets aro^placcd in an acid bath com- 
posed of hydrochloric and sulphuric 
acids more or less diluted. After their 
immersion In this bath the sheets arc 
taken to the cutting room, where work- 
men cut them into sizes and make 
them ready for the packers. Hardly a 
scrap of the glass except the rough 
edges is wasted. In fact, none is wast- 
ed, as all rcfnse goes back to be melt- 
ed. After the cutters have finished 
their work the glass is packed In boxes 
»nd is then ready for the market—In- 
diana,polls,News.

Baked or boiled merely, this 
vegetable is good, but when the bak- 
ing or boiling is followed by a subse- 
quent cooki;ig in the pan or in the 
oven they arc far bettor. 


A fine cheese pudding is made l»y 


grating five ounces of bread and thr»>c 
of cheese. Warm two ounces o!' butter 
in a quarter of a pint of fresh milk aud 
mix thoroughly. Add two well beaten 
eggs, salt and bake half an hour.
